What earnest, persistent effort will 


do in a good cause is proved by the re- 
sults of the work of the Audubon So- 
ciety. There are now branch societies 
organized in New York, the District of 
Columbia, Massachusetts, Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Maine, Rhode Island, Illinois, Georgia, 
Vermont, New Hampshire, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Kentucky, Indiana, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Missouri, 
Maryland, and even in Dakota, Colora- 
do, Indian Territory, Wyoming, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Iowa, California, Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia, Florida, Ten- 
nessee, Louisiana and Canada. 


Birds are still used in hat trimmings,
